Heres a Preview of the Branch Library Underway in the Foggy Bottom Area 
Behind the building will be parking spaces for 11 
cars, with entry from L Street. Main entrance to 
the building is on 24th Street and can be seen in the 
above sketch. 


At about this time next year the visiting Bookmobile 
will be a relic of the past in Foggy Bottom. For now 
rising on the northeast corner of 24th and L Streets, 
N.W. is a new branch of the D. C. Public Library. 
Bibliophiles from the Bottom have long had to wait 
for the book van's periodic stop or trudge to Wiscon- 
sin and R in Georgetown, the nearest branch library. 


Probable opening of the library will be in the Fall of 
1966. Mr. Raymond Elgin, now at the Woodridge 
unit, is slated to be librarian. The branch will have 
a capacity of 60,000 volumes in its 20,000 sq. ft., 
and $56,000 have been earmarked for initial stock. 


Like its existing counterparts in the library expan- 
sion program, the building's design — the work of 
Albert Goenner and Associates — attempts to balance 
economy and functionalism with attractiveness, to be 
up-to-date without clashing with neighboring struc- 
tures. Minmar Builders, Inc. is the contractor for 
‘the project. Provision has been made for a third 
floor if needed for later expansion. 


The exterior of the building will be of red brick — 
"Colonial Rose" — trimmed with white cast stone. 


Interiors will be painted "in the beige neutral range 
with grey and yellow accents", according to J. A. 
Blaser, D. C.'s Director of Buildings and Grounds, 
who has supplied the Association with a set of plans 
for the library. 


The second-floor plan includes a meeting room and 
a kitchen as well as stack space. 


So far, at least, the unit is called the West End 
Branch, after the name of a larger area of north- 
west Washington which encompasses Foggy Bottom. 
It has been customary to name branch libraries for 
the neighborhoods they serve.

Cody Pfanstiehl has lived and been active in Wash- 
ington since 1946. His position as Director, Office 
of Public Information and Community Services in the 
National Capital Transportation Agency (an indepen- 
dent agency created by Congress) and his knowledge 
of the District make him a particularly valuable 
speaker for the FBA. 


Subways are not just transportation. They can be 
unbearably noisy or reasonably quiet, the cars and 
stations can be attractive and pleasant or be design- 
ed with needless horror. There is assurance that 
Mr. Pfanstiehl, a trustee of the Montgomery County 
Arts Center, is aware of factors other than the mere 
moving of crowds of human beings from one place to 
another. We have here the opportunity to talk with 
the representative of a government agency and give 
our suggestions before the plans have been drawn 
and the decisions made.

This includes the cars, the underground 
stations and the aboveground entrances to stations, 
These are matters onwhich the transporvation agen- 
cy wants our ideas and suggestions. 


Mr. Pfanstiehl has been assured that FBA members, 
their guests and visitors will provide him an ample 
supply. We shall all ride the subway, more or less; 
let's make it a pleasant experience by giving the de- 
signers our ideas in advance.

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FBA TO VOTE ON BYLAWS CHANGE TO 
BEGIN FISCAL YEAR AUGUST 1 INSTEAD 
OF Ty I1 


Two minor changes in the Foggy Bottom Association 
Bylaws will be put before the membership at the 
October 25 meeting. Both pertain to beginning the 
Association's ''year'' -- for business and other pur- 
poses -- on August l rather than July l as at the 
present time. 


According to FBA President Don Carbone, who pro- 
posed the changes, the Association has actually been 
initiating its bookkeeping and other fiscal activities 
on or after August 1 during the past few years. The 
changes would merely make this pattern official. 
Also, says Carbone, the added delay between June 
elections and assumption of offices would provide 
new officers more time to "learn the ropes'' before 
taking over. 


The proposed amendments follow (bracketed words 
are to be deleted, underscored words inserted): 


"Article VI, Fiscal Year. The fiscal year of this 
corporation shall commence on the first day of 
/July/ August and end on the /thirtieth day of June/ 


thirty-first day of July."' 


"Article VIII, Executive Board. Section 6. The 
members of the executive board shall be elected by 
secret ballot and majority vote at the annual mem- 
bership meeting in June of each year. They shall 
take office on /July/ August 1 and shall serve for the 
ensuing year or until their successors have been e- 
lected and qualified....."' 


President Carbone referred to these changes as a 
"tidying up'' and expressed his view that a new con- 
stitution should be drafted reasonably soon.

PEDESTRIAN CROSSING IS IN AT 25TH & K — 
BUT CARELESSNESS COULD LOSE IT ALL 


Foggy Bottom now has its hard-fought-for pedestrian 
crossing at 25th and K Sts. -- a well-marked cross- 
ing of K on the west side of 25th, push-button traffic 
light, and at least some caution signs for motorists. 
Buti e 


Highway Chief Thomas Aires, announcing the change, 
said, "'We have rendered no final decision" on keep- 
ing the light there, and he added that the light will 
be maintained "at least for the time being". 


Highway Department reluctance is due at least in 
part to the dangerous nature of the crossing, even 
with the lights and markings. Making it safer is 
now mainly up to the pedestrian. Some modifica- 
tions are being proposed by the Association, mainly 
to ''force'" pedestrians to use the crossing properly. 


All who cross there are urged to do so only with the 
light and on the marked crosswalk. Anything else 
is tantamount to suicide. 
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FBN has expanded its circulation, by the way. It 
now goes to residences between New Hampshire and 
26th Street and between Pennsylvania and M Street, 
in addition to the area south of Pennsylvania.
